Government May Operate " 
Railway 

j A bill was passed Thursday en¬ 
abling the Government to, if neces¬ 
sary, operate the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan, and British Columbia Rail¬ 
way, by appropriateing $432,500 : 
for capital expenditure and recon¬ 
ditioning, and$1,300,000to housed 
in purchasing stocks, bonds, etc. 
The latter amount is believed to re¬ 
present the Royal Bank’s minimuss 
offer for its securities. The Gov¬ 
ernment cannot operate the line 
without first acquiring the bank’s 
securities. The bank wanted $2,- 
400,000, but has finally agreed to 
take less than $1,500,000. 

The Government is instituting an 
inquiry into the telephone system, 
said Premier Brownlee on Thurs¬ 
day. The system was handicapped 
by excessive capitalization, caused 
by lines being placed where they 
could not pay their way. A large 
part of the system must be regarded 
as a colonization project. If the 
rates had been raised in the past 
three years it would probably have 
led to decreased rather than in¬ 
creased revenues. The inquiry was 
taking into consideration capitaliza¬ 
tion and rates, but no part of the 
capitalization would be placed in

Obey The Law! 

According to the Town Act of 
Alberta a certain date is set in each 
year—previous to nomination and 
election day,—for the purpose of 
holding a ratepayers meeting ai 
which the civic fathers are required 
to give an account of their steward¬ 
ship and present the financial state¬ 
ment. Both civic bodies in Cole 
man disregarded this section of the 
act last year and could be rightly 
termed law-breakers instead of law 
makers It is a serious matter for 
those in authority when municipal 
affairs are not conducted in accor¬ 
dance with the law of the province 
governing such matters. 

Of course, our civic rulers may 
have obtained special dispensation 
in this matter from the Dept, of 
Municipal Affairs at Edmonton, 
but we doubt it. In any case the 
taxpayers of Coleman should have 
been informed as to the reason why 
their elected public servants were 
not obeying the law they swore to 
uphold 

The main reason for holding a 
ratepayers , meeting and tnaknrg- 
public the financial report each 
year previous to an election is to 
afford the ratepayers an opportuni¬ 
ty to find out whether the men of¬ 
fering themselves for re election 
are worthy of again being returned 
to office. By reason of their utter 
disregard for this section of the 
Town Act last year, the election 
held a short while ago was more in 
the nature of a beauty contest, and « 
it would not be overstating the in- ? 
cident to say that all those who ex¬ 
ercised their franchise in re electing 
men to office, voted blind. 

For some years past it has been 
the policy of those driving the civic 
chariot, to only give out such in— 

I formation as they believed good for 
I the people who foot the expenses. 

I To our mind this policy is danger¬ 
ous and eventually breeds discon¬ 
tent, suspicion, and altogether has 
la very adverse effect on the proper 
and efficient administration of civic 
affairs. 

There is a very true saying that 
confidence, begets confidence, and 
by taking the ratepayers into their 
counsel and giving publicity to all 
civic matters, any municipal body 
will find that their work is made 
much easifet. their mistakes leBS 
liable to unkind criticism, while 
their good works would he heartily 
supported by an enlightened elec¬ 
torate. Nothing but the evil tliii gs 
in life ever prosper by keep : ng them 
in the dark. Good works and the 
light of publicity go hand in hand. 

The Journal does not now, or 
never has, held the opinion that 
town or school monies are being 
diverted to improper channels. We 
have every cofidence in the personal 
integrity of those who handle those 
funds. What we are advocating is 
to give the people all possible in¬ 
formation as to what becomes of 
their hard-earned tax money; great- j 
er economy in administration, and 
conducting the afiairs of these civic 
bodies in accordance with the law.
